Board rejects busing 

Parents argue children shouldn’t 
walk on dangerous roads 


It's like the school busses in Huron 
themselves. 

The issue of whether to bus children 
living closer than 1* 2 miles from school 
continues to go round and round, and no 
one knows for sure where it will stop. 

Over 100 concerned parents and 
citizens turned out for last week s School 
Board meeting to discuss the emotional- 
ly-charged issue. The Board voted 5-2 
that it could not afford to bus children 
living closer than 1 l * miles from school 

About 511 students are affected. 

Parent pointed out poignantly the dan- 
gers in having children walk to school 
along the busy thoroughfares where 
most of the district's schools are lo- 
cated “Cars come along at 45 miles an 
hour, and there are no sidewalks. And 
it’s worse in winter," said one parent 

Another citizen mentioned the dan- 
gers from molesters who could easily 
hide in the weeds along the road and 
drag the children off “What is your re- 
gard for our children 0 " she asked. 

Edward Umin, School Board presi- 
dent. answered that of course the Board 
was concerned for the children “We re 
here for each meeting. " 

He emphasized, however, that it was a 
matter of money. The School Board 
could not afford to bus all the children 
unless something else was cut, and the 
district had already made many cuts in 
their budget 

Trustee Bill Manny added: “What's 
disturbing is that people complain about 
busses but not classes being cut 

“Nobody doesn't want good bus ser- 
vice." he said, but he pointed out that 
tax revenues are down 

In past years, all students were bus- 
sed because the Board could afford to 
absorb the loss They can no longer 


afford to do so 

The primary villain in the controversy 
apparently is a state law that reim- 
burses school districts for each student 
bussed further than 1 1 2 miles . but penal- 
izes them for any riders who live closer 
than lVfe miles 

Distance is measured from the center 
line of the entrance to the student's resi- 
dence. to the nearest service entrance of 
the school, by ruling of the state attor- 
ney general 

And the Board is saving more than 
just the penalty by eliminating the bus 
service Curtis Bartz. Superintendent of 
Schools, said that 10 busses have been 
cut from the fleet this year, leaving a 
total of 14 He explained that the penalty 
payment to the state would only be about 
$2100, but a total of $53,000 will be saved 
by cutting the bus service. This amount 
includes the cost of drivers, mechanics, 
and other miscellaneous items 

Bartz mentioned that other budget 
cuts will have to be made soon. too. in 
view of Gov. Milliken’s upcoming tax 
reductions. He doesn't want to see 
Huron “fall further behind " 

“Saftey is important, but so is educa- 
tion. ' Supt. Bartz said 

“We’ve already cut 40 teachers laid 
off custodians, cut supplies “ Board 
memeber Jim Pershing told the audi- 
ence 

“If we suecomb to your pressure, we 
must come up with $50,000 “ said board 
member Larry O Kelley 

Many of the Board members placed 
blame on the 3-1 failure of the school 
millage election last spring “What we 
forecast does come true.’ said Per- 
shing 

The motion to reinstate the bus ser- 
vice as it was before, with whatever 
refinements they can make, with the 


safety of the children in mind. ' came 
from trustee George Angel. Angel con- 
tended that the Board should be able to 
cut somewhere else, “because it's our 
responsibility to get the kids to school " 
He said that without the bussing, the 
township would have to pay for crossing 
guards. “Whether through the township 
or through the schools, we ll be paving, " 
Angel said 

Angel’s motion was seconded by John 
Watson, who felt “a teacher" should be 
cut. Umin interjected that it wouldn’t be 
that simple 

"With unemployment costs, we’d 
have to cut two teachers." Umin said 
“Then we'd have more upset parents 
It’s an unending battle." 

Several parents asked it their chldren 
could simply walk to an area outside 
the P 2 mile limit Harold Wade, of the 
transportation department of the 
Wayne County Intermediate School Dis- 
trict, said that that would be against the 
state law. 

Another mother asked if she could pay 
to put her daughter on the bus O Kelley 
explained that that would be discrimina- 
tory against children whose parents 
couldn't or wouldn t pay. 

Discussion was very heated at times, 
but two possible courses of action 
emerged Several citizens expressed 
plans to circulate a petition to have a 
special millage election for the $50,000 to 
reinstate the bus service 
Umin said he w ould love to see it on the 
ballot — to see what Lhis township is 
made of' 

Two other citizens are considering a 
class-action suit against the state They 
felt that the law should have a different 
provision for rural areas than for cities 
because of the lack of sidewalks

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Man’s body 
is found in 
parkway

Van Buren and Romulus police officers have what appears to be 
two unrelated homicides on their hands today. 

A badly torched body of a white male was discovered Monday 
afternoon by Huron Metropark police officers at the north end of 
thf> nark, and police are seeking information to victim’s identi- 
ty today. 

Det. Sgt. James Tuttle of the Ypsilanh 
State Police Post said “that we believe 
that there is no connection between the 
murder of the victim discovered in Van 
Buren to that of the one in Romulus. 

“We have not been able to identify the 
man here." Det. Tuttle added, “we still 
are awaiting an autopsy report. We just 
got the body late last night (Monday)." 

Tuttle said that the victim w*as “tor- 
ched beyond recognition," however, we 
can say that he was a white male." 

Police said that some evidence was 
found at the scene, "how'ever. they 
chose not to reveal it until a later time. ’ 

“The victim was too badly burned, but 
there are some things we have that I 
would rather not say at this time," Tut- 
tle added. 

In the Romulus incident, the victim 
apparently w f as dumped in the area of 
1-94. just west of Inkster Road. The body 
w as discovered by persons who were in 
the area hunting mushrooms. 

Romulus Police Chief Donald Flood 
said the man has been identified as 
Robert Alexander Bargeon. 30. of Dear- 
born. 

Death was caused by strangulation. 

Flood said. 

Police said Bargeon was described as 
a drifter who had lived in an apartment 
in Wyandotte, but whose family came 
from Dearborn. The victim had been 
arrested for narcotics violations, 
according to police. 

“There was no identification on the 
victim’s body," Chief Flood added, 

"an^l we speculate that he was killed 
elsew here and dumped here in the city 
(Continued on Page A-3)

Supt Bartz said that the township has 
already advertised for letters of ap- 
plication and resumes The potential 
candidates qualifications will be re- 
viewed by the members of the board, 
then a decision w ill be made on w'ho the 
successful candidate is after a personal 
interview 

The successful candidate w ill serve on 
the school board until the next regular 
school election w'hich will be conducted 
in June of 1982

Gary’s forte is track and field and 
* served as captain of the 1978 US. team, 
which competed in the International 
Cerebral Palsy Games in Scotland. 

Karen holds a number of national re- 
cords in track and swimming and has 
competed all over the world as a wheel- 
chair athlete. 

Lou. an amputee, has yet to compete 
internationally. He competes in both 
track and field and swimming and also 
is a top flight competitor

Showdown on Oct. 1 

Will county commissioners 
get rid of sheriff Lucas? 


While waiting for the appearance of 
Sheriff William Lucas on Oct. 1. the 
Wayne County Board of Commissioners 
continues dealing with Sheriff s matters 
having additional fiscal impact 

Lucas is under subpoena by the Board 
to explain the unauthorized spending 
halted only by a recent court order, but 
meanwhile the commissioners have 
been considering jail staffing . and possi- 
ble restoration of the Metro Airport 
security detail and a secondary road 
patrol function. 

The airport contingent and part of the 
secondary road patrol measure were 
previously handled by the defunct Road 
Patrol and Investigation Division of the 
Sheriff’s department which Lucas 
maintained since February w ithout au- 
thorization— up to the court order. 

Tentatively, proposals for resumption 
of these duties appear defeated, but it 
seems likely that the Sheriff w ill be per- 
mitted 45 additional positions to enable 
opening of three more eellbloeks in the 
Jail Detention Annex in anticipation of 
increased occupancy common during 
*lfie fall of each year. 

The additional positions were recom- 
mended by the Board’s Ways and Means 
Committee on Sept . 24. Costing $239,000. 
final approval is required from the full 
Board. 

Also on the 24th. in a meeting of the 
Board's seven-member Public Safety 
and Judicary Committee, the road pat- 
rol and airport issues were considered 
but tabled. The airport proposal w T as 
tabled almost without discussion, but 
the road patrol matter was deliberated 
in part because it w r ould be funded 
altogether by the state. 

In the past, however, the airport 
security furnished by the Sheriff was 


funded by the County Road Commis- 
sion 

Speaking against restoration of the 
road patrol were Commissioners 
George F Killeen, from Detroit; Mary 
E Dumas. Livonia; and James J 
Rashid Dearborn. Killeen, who made 
the motion to table the issue said. “Our 
Corporation Counsel needs more time to 
study it Judge Moes’ (Circuit Court 
Judge Harvey W. Moes from Hillsdale 
County) opinion is that it is not a man- 
dated service, and if we decide to seek 
secondary road funding we re thumbing 
our nose at the court. 

“Mv background with the road patrol 
goes back farther than most commis- 
sioners. I wanted to stop the road patrol 
because I believe that the money could 
better be used at the jail to rehabilitate 
the offenders there.” 

Said Rashid. I’ve had a change of 
heart. Until now' I thought we should 
save all the jobs w r e could and obtain all 
the grants possible that w ould fulfill that 
thinking ; however, now’ 1 think our job is 
to carry out our responsibility to the 
public by saving money, by balancing 
the budget. 

T don’t think we re in the business to 
make jobs or continue jobs. After all, 
grant monies are funds provided by the 
taxpayers and just because secondary 
roads are state-funded does not neces- 
sarily follow that we must spend it .” 

Mrs. Dumas expressed concern over 
eligibility for the state funds, with the 
conflict of authority between the Board 
and the Sheriff, and the security of 
equipment since Moes' court order. 

“We have a serious constitutional 
question here involving not only Wayne 
County, but every other county in the 


state, and since we have reduced ser- 
vice below the 1976 level* we might not 
fall within the guidelines* 

“Also. I am told that the auditors have 
been unable to locate 17 vehicles and 
some squad cars with their weapons 
have been found unlocked and un- 
guarded.” 

Those against tabling the two issues 
were Commissioners Jackie L Currie 
and Delores Bennett, both from Detroit. 
“I’m against tabling.” said Bennett. “It 
saddens me to have to lay off people. I 
realize we have a budget and must live 
within it. but we are dealing with people 
and they should be considered— not just 
service.” 

Wanting to pass for the day” rather 
than tabling the issue. Mrs. Currie said. 
“Tabling will kill it and I don't want it 
killed. It’s better to accept the grant 
than to lay off people. ” Passing for the 
day is procedural means whereby the 
matter is routinely reconsidered on the 
next agenda, but tabling puts the issue 
aside indefinitely and requires a major- 
ity of the committee vote for its resur- 
rection.” 

Killeen later said that he was “among 
the first,” as early as 1973. wanting to 
dispose of the road patrol In 1974 he was 
chairman of a subcommittee of the Pub- 
lic Safety and Judiciary Committee 
which recommended discontinuance of 
the patrol in communities unwilling to 
contract w ith the Sheriff and pay for the 
service. 

Although at that time the road patrol 
w as funded for only nine more months to 
allow’ for contractual negotiations, 
several of the communities threatened 
law suits and the patrol has since existed 
through monthly and yearly extensions.

Q: Dear Dr. Elwart, What Is a Dynamometer used 
for? 

A. This was the instrument pictured in last week's 
column. A Dynamometer tests differences in the 
strength between the left arm and the right. If both sides 
aren't equal (having taken into account which arm is 
used more) the muscles in the weak arm aren't function- 
ing up to its fullest potential. This could be a clue to a 
nerve that is giving weak or distorted signals to the 
muscle in your weak arm. 1 he muscles won t be able to 
contract properly. 

A major nerve circuit called the brachial plexus is the 
nerve supply to your arm and if the nerves in the brachial 
plexus are pinched in your spine by a misalignment 
(subluxation) any number of problems can result, such 
as bursitis, numbness, tingling, a burning sensation 
across the shoulders as well as weakness.

‘All-Saver’ certificates 
go on the market 


Sale of tax-free “All-Savers" certifi- 
cates, starting Oct. 1, apparently will do 
little to provide prospective home own- 
ers with lower mortgage interest rates, 
according to the Western Wayne Oak- 
land County Board of Realtors 
(WWOCBR). 

Part of the Economic Recovery Tax 
Act of 1981, the certificates will be issued 
by various savings institutions with in- 
terest equal to 70 percent of the invest- 
ment yield of the previous month s auc- 
tion of 52- week Treasury bills. 

Interest earned on the certificates by 
savers will be exempt from federal in- 
come tax up to $1,000 on single returns 
and $2,000 on joint returns. 

“We pushed for passage of this provi- 
sion in the belief that the inflow’ of funds 
would enable savings and loan institu- 
tions to offer home mortgages several 
percentage points below prevailing in- 
terest rates," said Robert D. Shimmin, 
WWOCBR president. 

“The law provided that 75 percent of 
the net proceeds be used for residential 
financing or agricultural loans. It now 
appears, however, that many institu- 
tions will meet this requirement by 


purchase of one-year securities offered 
by the Federal National Mortgage Asso- 
ciation." 

FNMC. popularly called ‘Fannie 
Mae,’ is a stockholder owmed private 
corporation split out from an original 
government agency in 1965. It provides 
a secondary market for existing mort- 
gages by buying those originated by. 
lending institutions. It’s purchases are 
financed by selling of government- 
guaranteed debentures. 

“It was the obvious intent of Congress 
and all of us who fought for passage of 
this law that All-Savers certificate funds 
be used by depository institutions 
directly for home and farm loans." 
Shimmin said. 

"While the action being taken by the 
institutions qualifies as residential 
financing investment, we fell it avoids 
the real intent of the law to provide low- 
er cost home financing." 

He said expectations that the certifi- 
cates, which will be available only 
through Dec., 1982, would have major 
impact in lifting the housing market 
may have been displaced.

Board protests new sewer rate hikes 


Sewer rate increases were accepted 
“under protest” by the Huron Township 
Board. 

“There should be a uniform rate for 
all the sytems in Wayne County,” said 
Supervisor Richard Sullivan at last 
week’s Board meeting. “It isn’t fair that 
we have to pay more than other com- 
munities.” 

Because Huron and Flat Rock are 
served by what they believe is an ineffi- 
cient Flat Rock Plant, sewage disposal 
services are more costly for them than 
for other communities in Wayne County. 

“We originally went into a general 
Wayne County sewer astern,” Sullivan 
explained. Wayne County “districted” 


sewage treatment in 1973, however, and 
connected Huron to the Flat Rock Plant 

“This is not fair,” said Sullivan. 

The cost increase is to $1450 per mil- 
lion gallons, from the existing charge of 
$1250, effective Oct. 1 

Board members agreed that the in- 
crease should be paid “under protest” 
while Sullivan worked for a change in 
cost distribution 

Trustee Gary Bates believed that the 
Board should not pay the increase at all 

We should take an aggressive post- 
ure,” he said. “Put the money in escrow 
and tell them we’re payingjnore than 
our fair share.” He was out voted

I am forwarding a copy 
I of this communication to City Mana- 
ger Daily. 

"I am always pleased to receive 
reports that officers of the Wayne 
Police are performing their duties in 
a professional manner. We too, 
appreciate your work.”

One. afternoon at a wedding recep- 
tion I sat with an elegant, gold- 
bedecked woman from Washington.

The Huron Township Board has autho- 
rized pay increases for members of the 
volunteer fire department, “to make 
them comparable to neighboring 
cities.” 

At the urging of fire chief Frank Mar- 
vaso, volunteers will earn $12 for the 
first hour at a fire and $7 for each hour 
thereafter They will also receive $7 for 
each training meeting they attend 

Pay for rescue work was left at $5 an 
hour 

The board also authorized the purch- 
ase of a “trauma kit” for each fire- 
fighting training school graduate This 
special medical kit would be carried in 
the volunteer's car, and used to adminis- 
ter first aid until the rescue truck ar- 
rived on the scene. 

Ten kits would be needed, at a cost of 
$175 each Marvaso said that unused 
block grant funds would cover much of 
this expense The kits would be the prop- 
erty of the township. 


The Board also approved the fire de- 
partment’s purchase of an aluminum 
boat for water rescue The slightly-used 
craft, which retails for $500, \*as purch- 
ased for $225 The department is making 
their own draglines 
Because fire trucks appreciate in 
value, insurance coverage will be 
looked into and possibly revised, the 
Board decided Insurance on the volun- 
teers themselves will also be investi- 
gated 

The Board also agreed to have a roof- 
er examine the roofs of both community 
firehouses, and give an estimate of how 
much it would cost to repair them

No one else besides Sid- 
ney Lumet could have or 
would have even attemp- 
ted to create a movie 
such as “Prince of the 
City.” 

First of all, there are 
those who might say, 
“Who needs another 
story of police corrup- 
tion?” Then there are the 
logistics involved in the 
film, numerous charac- 
ters, places, events — as 
it turns out. over 100 loca- 
tions, 280 individual 
scenes, and 126 speaking 
parts. 

Needless to say, the 
film runs over two-and-a- 
half-hours. 

Th prognosis for this 
film at the box-office is 
questionable — it should 
do well enough to turn a 
profit but not much more. 
But stand back when 
awards time comes 
around. This “Prince” 


will have its arms full. 

Based on the true story 
of Bob Leuci, a member 
of the elite Special Inves- 
tigative Unit of the New 
York City Police force, 
the film offers an ex- 
traordinary look into the 
world of a policeman, as 
well as a look at who 
polices the policemen. 

Leuci had a touch of 
idealism about him. He 
saw the corruption of 
lawyers, judges and bail- 
bondsmen and thought he 
could do something to 
straighten out the sys- 
tem. The system, howev- 
er . nearly destroyed him . 

Although he said he 
would never rat on a fel- 
low cop, of the 70 men 
Leuci called his buddies 
in the Special Investiga- 
tive Unit, 52 were in- 
dicted. two committed 
suicide, and one went 
mad. 

This film examines law 
and justice far better 
than the implausible fire- 
works of a film like “And 
Justice For All,” covers 
police corruption in grea- 
ter depth and complexity 
than even Sydney 
Lumet’s own “Serpico,” 
and hits home with more 
impact than any other 


three police movies. But 
all of this takes time to 
happen, and the film de- 
mands patience from the 
viewer. 

Director Lumet does 
all he can to make it easy, 
such as breaking the film 
down into several chap- 
ters or flashing police 
identification cards on 
the screen The I D. card 
is a clever device that not 
only familiarizes us with 
characters names and 
faces but serves as a 
counter-point to the man 
behind the badge and the 
gun. 

Treat Williams gives 
the performance of the 
year as the cop who turns 
informant and gets 
chewed up and spit out by 
the system. The rest of 
the performers are too 
numerous to mention, 
but suffice to say that 
from lead role to bit part 
the acting is uniformly 
remarkable. 

“Prince of the City” 
takes time to get rolling, 
has some slow spots and 
motivations which are 
either unclear or simplis- 
tic, but in the end the 
sheer force of the true 
story has a very potent 
kick.

BRYAN ADAMS 
“You Want It, You Got It” 

(A&M) 

Make no doubt about it, BryamAdams is the best thing 
to come out of Canada since 222’s, playing a brand of 
rock ‘n’ roll that’s hotter than the proverbial hell 
Witness Adams’ own comment on the recording of the 
title track, which is a torrential rocker. He admits it 
“wore us out. When we finished that one, our fingers 
were bleeding, the drum sticks were broken ... I wanted 
to check into a hospital!” One listen and you’ll agree 
that it couldn't have happened any other way 
If you’ve got to classify Adams’ music, then call it 
Heavy Metal with personality, which is the main ingre- 
dient left out of most bands in the genre. With a great 
voice and great songs, what else was there for Bryan 
Adams to do but get some of the best musicians around 
to do justice to the music. 

And they do. Adams himself handles most of the 
guitar chores (quite nicely too, thank you), but guest 
axemen Jamie Glaser and G. E. Smith add their touch 
to the festivities . The rhythm section of Brian Stanley on 
bass and Mickey Curry on drums more than hold down 
the bottom, and ex-Ian Hunter — Mick Ronson band- 
mate Tommy Mandel hnadles the keyboards with his 
usual finesse.

Q— I am a widow of a Korean War 
veteran who died as a result of a service 
connected disability before using his GI 
home loan entitlement. Am I eligible for 
this benefit? 

A— Yefc. If not currently married, 
widows qjveterans of World War II and 
later peijpds who died of service con- 
nected cjjises are eligible for this be- 
nefit.

Q— If I encounter legal difficulties 
while purchasing a home using the GI

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VAN BUREN TOWNSHIP 
FARM POND ORDINANCE 


SECTION 1 — Definition. Pond 

An excavation, or the altering of a water course by damming or excavation 
or combinations thereof, fpr the purpose of creating thereby a body of water 
greater than one-hundred (100) square feet in area, and eighteen (18) inches 
or more in depth, for use as irrigation source, for livestock watering, for fish 
or aquatic life productions, for recreational or asthetic purposes. 

SECTION 2 — Prohibited Acts, 

No pond shall be created or built except as hereinafter provided . It shall be 
unlawful for any person, firm, entity or corporation to: ( 

(a) Locate a pond closer than sixty (60) feet from any one side, lot line, or 
thirty (30) feet from the opposite side lot line, nor closer than thirty (30) feet 
from any rear lot line, (nor closer then one-hundred (100) feet from the front 
right-of-way, nor closer than fifty (50) feet from any principal structure). 

Locate a pond closer than fifty (50) feet from any telephone, electrical or 
other utility line of any recorded easement. 

Locate a pond closer than seventy-five (75) feet from any septic field (to be 
reviewed by Commission). 

(b) Remove material excavated from the pond site except as provided in 
Sand Removal Ordinance No. 7-13-65. 

(c) Construct excavated material in such a manner that runoff, overflow, 
spillage or seepage encroaches on property owned by another person. 

(d) Construct a pond with side slopes greater than one (1) foot vertical to 
four (4) feet horizontal 

SECTION 3 — Procedures for Obtaining a Permit 
Prior to the creation of a pond, as defined herein, a permit for said pond 
must be obtained from the Township of Van Buren. Each application for 
permit shall include those items and exhibits as required herein: 

(a) Application fees as established by the Board of Trustees of Van Burpn 
Township. 

(b) Site plan providing details of sodding, seeding, drainage and landscap- 
ing if applicable of the banks of the pond and the surrounding effected areas in 
accordance with the standards of the Soil Erosion Control Act The site plan 
shall provide further topographical information of appropriate contour inter- 
vals which clearly indicate existing and proposed finished elevations for both 
the pond and spoilage area. Said topographic information shall be prepared 
and sealed by a Registered Engineer 

(c) A letter of approval from Wayne County Health Department attesting 
that a soil erosion and sedimentation permit will be issued if required, or 
stating that a permit is not required 

(d) The estimated cost (and completion time) of the total project shall be 
detailed in the Permit Application 

SECTION 4 

All applications for permit shall be reviewed by the Van Buren Township 
Planning Commission The Planning Commission may require additional 
information from the applicant as needed to assure the preservation of public 
safety, health and welfare 

(a) The Planning Commission may require a hydrological survey which 
gives evidence that the pond will not detrimentally impact aqueous or suba- 


queous areas of the applicants property or adjoining properties. Said survey 
shall be sealed by a Registered Engineer. 

( b) The Planning Commission may require a construction bond in the name 
of Van Buren Township, as beneficiary, and shall establish the amount and 
duration of said bond 

(c) The Planning Commission shall notify all property ow ners within three- 
hundred (300) feet of said property. 

(d) The Planning Commission, by a majority vote, shall decide whether a 
permit shall be issued 

SECTION 5 - Requirements. 

(a) Ponds having a maximum depth greater than four (4) feet shall have 
two (2) sided warning signs (set at right angles to the edge of the pond, 
composed ofletters at least four (4) inches in height) indicating the number of * 
feet of maximum depth Such signs shall be placed along the shore of said 
pond at intervals of not more than one-hundred (100) feet; in no event shall 
any pond having a maximum depth greater than four (4) feet have less than 
two (2) such warning signs (Said signs shall read. “Warning No Feet 
Deep’’), 

Ponds having a maximum depth greater than four (4) feet shall be equipped 
with lifesaving equipment such as ring bouys. located along the shore of said 
pond (at the same location as the warning signs) . In no event shall any ponds 
having a maximum depth greater than four (4) feet have less than two (2) 
such lifesaving devices.

incorporated in this subsection g as though set forth here in full." 

3 Add a new General Provision to Zoning Ordinance, Regulations for 
Mobile Homes Located Outside of Mobile Home Parks, as Section 20.361 

20 361 SECTION 4 33. REGULATIONS FOR MOBILE HOMES LOCATED 
OUTSIDE OF MOBILE HOME PARKS 
a INTENT. While mobile homes offer an alternative to conventional single 
family housing in such areas as structural design, facility arrangement and 
cost, they can have potential adverse impacts on a residential neighborhood 
because of marked differences from single family housing in design, place- 
ment . structure and site size . and fire and wind resistance Generally , mobile 
homes have been restricted to locations within mobile home parks, positioned 
at areas specifically zoned for them, in order to assume compatibility with 
nearby residential uses However, through the application of certain stan- 
dards, mobile homes and mobile home sites may be designed to more closely 
resemble nearby conventional housing and be permitted outside mobile home 
parks and within residential zoning districts. This Section presents specific 
conditions and standards whereby mobile homes may be located outside of 
mobile home parks. 

b. LOCATION, Mobile homes may be located outside of mobile home parks 
provided that they are located in zoning districts which permit them and 
further subject to site plan approval by the Planning Commission in accord- 
ance with Section 20.340. 

c. COMPATIBILITY IN APPEARANCE. To insure compatibility in 
appearance with single family housing in the neighborhood, a mobile home 
shall meet the following design requirements: 

1 Roof - Must be pitched, minimum 3:12 slope, and shingled, with a mini- 
mum roof overhang of six (6) inches on all sides. Roof must be permanently 
attached to the mobile home and supported by the mobile home, rather than 
by external supports. Additions and accessory buildings may have flat roofs, 
but unattached accessory buildings must satisfy the same roof requirements 
as the mobile home. 

2. Exterior walls - Must have wood, aluminum or vinyl siding and or brick 
facing for all exterior walls, including additions and accessory buildings. 

3. Eave troughs - Must be provided where appropriate. 

4. Ceiling height - Minimum seyen feet six inches (7 6”) for all rooms. 

5. Door9/Wii)dows - MusLbe similar, in design to single family housing. A 
minimum of two (2) exterior doors required. 

6. Steps • Must be permanently attached on a frost-depth foundation similar 
to single family housing requirements, and connected to the exterior door 
areas or to porches connected to said door areas where a difference in eleva- 
tion requires the same. 

d. CONSTRUCTION STANDARDS. Except as otherwise noted herein, 
minimum construction standards for a mobile home shall be those of the 
Mobile Home Construction and Safety Standards Act of 1974 (Title VI of PUB 
L. 93-383 . 88 Stat. 700, 42 U.S.C. 5401, et. seq.). 

e. FOUNDATION. A mobile home must be installed on a permanent founda- 

tion. As a minimum, this foundation shall include a cement block or poured 
foundation, not less than forty two (42) inches below the finished exterior 
grade extending around the complete outside perimeter of the mobile home, 
and shall satisfy the same construction standards as for single family hous- 
ing. Further, there shall be provided a twenty (20) inch crawl space below the 
bottom of the floor , twelve ( 12 ) inches of which may be below finished exterior 
grade. The crawl space shall not be utilized for storage purposes. A basement 
satisfying the same standards as for single family housing, in accordance 
with applicable Township adopted codes and ordinances, may be substituted 
for the forty two (42) inch cement block or poured foundation. If the founda- 
tion or basement does not meet the mobile home manufacturer’s speciffca: 
tions for pillar placement and imposed load capacity, 'adequate additional 
support shall be provided as specified in R 125. 1602 of the Michigan Adminis- 
trative Code. Wheels and axles shall be removed. * ‘ 

f UNIT SIZE/ADDITIONS. A mobile home, prior to any addition, shall have 
a minimum length of no less than forty (40) feet. That portion of the mobile 
home facing a public street shall have a minimum width of twenty four (24) 
feet. The minimum floor area requirements for a mobile home, including 
additions, shall correspond to the minimum floor area requirements for the 
zoning district in which the mobile home is located. Any additions to a mobile 
home must either be constructed by a licensed mobile home manufacturer or 
satisfy the applicable Township-adopted code and ordinance for single family 
residences. Any addition must be similar in appearance, materials and found- 
ation to the mobile home itself. Any addition to a mobile home is subject to the 
same review procedures of this Section as for the mobile home itself. 

g. ANCHORING. A mobile home shall be anchored by an anchoring system 
meeting the standards and specifications of R 125.1605 of the Michigan Admi- 
nistrative Code. 

h LOT SIZE AND COVERAGE BUILDING HEIGHT YARD SETBACKS. 
The minimum requirements for lot width and area, lot coverage, building 
height, yard setbacks and floor space per dwelling unit shall be the same as 
those required for single family housing in the zoning district wherein the 
mobile home is located, except that where the following minimum mobile 
home placement requirements are more stringent than the applicable zoning 
district placement requirements for single family housing, the following 
minimum requirements shall apply: 

- twenty (20) feet from any dwelling unit on adjoining lot. 

-ten (10) feet from any parking space on an adjoining lot. 

- ten (10) feet from any structure on an adjoining lot which is not used for 
living purposes 

i UTILITY LINES/HOOKUPS. All utility and service lines, including wa- 
ter, sewer, telephone, electricity, heating and cooking fuels and television 
service, shall be located underground, except in instances where the majority 
of single family residences in the neighborhood are served by above-ground 
lines for the particular service. Utility and service lines, except for electrical 
and natural gas. shall be designed for permanent attachment to the mobile 
home using, wherever feasible, the same designs and specifications as for 
single family housing in accordance with applicable Township-adopted codes 
and ordinances Where the Planning Commission deems that said code and 
ordinance requirements are not feasible for mobile homes, the Planning 
Commission may permit standards as described in R 125.1603 and R 125.1932 
to R 125 1940 of the Michigan Administrative Code. An exterior water faucet is 
required 

j. ELECTRICAL SERVICE Electrical service installation shall be in 
accordance with R 125.1932 and R 125.1933 of the Michigan Administrative 
Code. The electrical service pedestal shall be screened from view from the 
adjoining street by the mobile home itself or by opaque ornamental fencing. 

k NATURAL GAS SERVICE Natural gas service installation be in 
accordinance with R 125 1934 of the Michigan Administrative Code The natu- 
ral gas service pedestal shall be screened from view from the adjoining street 
by the mobile home itself or by opaque ornamental fencing 
l FUEL TANKS/CONTAINERS If permitted by the Planning Commission, 
fuel oil systems shall comply with R 125.1939 of the Michigan Administrative 
Code Liquified petroleum gas containers and fuel oil tanks, if permitted by" 
the Planning Commisson. shall be installed, mounted and secured in com- 
pliance with the National Fire Protection Association’s 1974 Standard for 
Mobile Homes 501B, Part D. Chapter 4. paragraphs 4 2.3 and 4.3. adopted 
herein by reference Above ground fuel tanks containers shall be screened 
from view from the adjoining street by the mobile home itself, by enclosure in

m STORAGE FACILITIES A garage, storage shed and or basement, or 
combinations thereof may be located on the same site as the mobile home and 
be constructed according to the same standards as for the mobile home itself 
or for single family housing in accordance with applicable Township-adopted 
codes and ordinances 

n SIDEWALKS DRIVEWAYS PARKING A mobile home site shall comp- 
ly with the same Township-adopted codes and ordinances relative to side- 
walk. driveway and parking placement, sizing and construction as for single 
family housing 

o FENCING A mobile home site shall comply with the same Township- 
adopted codes and ordinances relative to fencing as for single family housing

Careful of those innocent-looking drugs 


"If your children are taking innocent- 
looking drugs’ resembling diet pills and 
sinus capsules, they may be heading for 
trouble,” warned Wayne County Com- 
missioner Norbert Wisneiewski, today, 
following a detailed report from the 
County Health Department’s Assistant 
Medical Director Jane Polkowski. 

Wisniewski is sponsoring a resolution 
seeking legislation to control the sale of 
“look-alike” drugs— a fad that is sweep- 
ing the state and is threatening the 
health of youngsters , particularly young 
men, who are seeking “new highs.” 

The doctor ’s report includes newspap- 
er clippings revealing the problem in 
such various communities as Paw Paw. 
Monroe, and Lansing. 

Said John H. Deren, Director of the 
Van Buren County Health Department 
Drug Abuse Program, “These prescrip- 
tion look-alikes started showing up 
locally last summer and since then their 
availability has skyrocketed. Local 
newspapers, magazines, and dealers 
have advertised quick access to anyone 
through the mail with no questions 
asked. Buyers,” he added, “believe they 
are getting amphetamines, since they 
look like prescription Dexedrine or 
Biphetamine. Some of the counterfeit 
pills include such common names as 
Speed. Double Dex, Christmas Trees, 
RUS, RJV’s, FJ8’s, Blue and Clear and 
Green and Clear,” he said. 

“I’ve talked to girls who have taken 10 


to 14 per day for dieting. Males use them 
as “pep” pills. Psychologically, addic- 
tion developes,” Deren said. ”as their 
use escalates.” 

Attorney General Frank Kelly recent- 
ly obtained a court order blocking a 
Monroe firm from selling non- 
prescirption drugs designed to look like 
illicit street drugs. 

Substance abuse officials from 
around the state have been urging Kelly 
to ban sales. Although a Monroe County 
Circuit Court judge ordered the halt of 
mail-order stimulant drugs last May, it 
has had little impact since. 

Lt . James Dunlap, of the MSU Depart- 
ment of Public Safety in Lansing, said 
flyers advertising the capsules and 
pills and asking for dealers were recent- 
ly sent to the university’s dorms and 
came from a firm called the “Universal 
Life Church .” 

A spokesman from the Attorney 
General s office said that one of the diffi- 
culties with curbing advertising of the 
drugs is that the Federal Drug Adminis- 
tration (FDA) does not regulate stimu- 
lants. 

“Overdoses of phenylpropanolamine 
(PPA) and other sympathomimetics 
have become an increasingly common 
problem handled by poison control cen- 
ters and hospital emergency rooms,” 
Dr. Polkowski explained. “The major 
factor contributing to this has been the 
proliferation of OTC weight control pro-

01. Single-family detached dwellings, including mobile homes when 
located outside of mobile home parks, except that mobile homes 
are subject to the requirements of Section 41.70.00. 

B) Article XLI is amended to add a new Section 41.70.00 as follows: 

70.00 REGULATIONS FOR MOBILE HOMES LOCATED OUTSIDE 

OF MOBILE HOME PARKS: 

01 . INTENT. While mobile homes offer an alternative to convention- 
al single family housing in such areas as structural design, facil- 
ity arrangement and cost, they can have potential adverse im- 
pacts on a residential neighborhood because of marked differ- 
ences from single family housing in design, placement, structure 
and site size, and fire and wind resistance. Generally, mobile 
homes have been restricted to locations within mobile home 
parks, positioned at areas specifically zoned for them, in order to 
assure compatibility with nearby residential uses. However, 
through the application of certain standards, mobile homes and 
mobile home sites may be designed to more closely resemble 
nearby conventional housing and be permitted outside mobile 
home parks and within residential zoning districts. This Section 
presents specific conditions and standards whereby mobile 
homes may be located outside of mobile home parks. 

02. LOCATION . Mobile homes may be located outside of mobile home 
parks provided that they are located in zoning districts which 
permit them and further subject to site plan approval by the 
Planning Commission in accordance with Article XLII. 

03. COMPATIBILITY IN APPEARANCE. To insure compatibility in 
appearance with single family housing in the neighborhood, a 
mobile home shall meet the following design requirements: 

A. Roof — Must be pitched, minimum 3:12 slope, and shingled, 
with a minimum roof overhang of six (6) inches on all sides. 
Roof must be permanently attached to the mobile home and 
supported by the mobile home, rather than by external sup- 
ports. Additions and accessory buildings may have flat roofs, 
but unattached accessory buildings must satisfy the same 
roof requirements as the mobile home. 

B Exterior walls — Must have wood, aluminum or vinyl siding 
and/or brick facing for all exterior walls, including additions 
and accessory buildings. 

C. Eave troughs — Must be provided where appropriate. 

D. Ceiling height — Minimum seven feet six inches (7*6”) for all 
rooms. 

E. Doors/Windows — Must be similar in design to single family 
housing A minimum of two (2) exterior doors is required. 

F. Steps — Must be permanently attached on a frost-depth founda- 
tion similar to single family housing requirements, and con- 
nected to the exterior door areas or to porches connected to said 
door areas where a difference in elevation requires the same. 

04. CONSTRUCTION STANDARDS Except as otherwise noted he- 
rein, minimum construction standards for a mobile home shall be 
those of the Mobile Home Construction and Safety Standards Act 
of 1974 (Title VI of PUB L. 93-383, 88 Stat. 700, 42 U.S.C. 5401, et. 
seq ), and the United States Department of Housing and Urban 
Development Mobile Home Construction and Safety Standards 
effective June 15, 1976, as amended 

05. FOUNDATION A mobile home must be installed on a permanent 
foundation . As a minimum , this foundation shall include a cement 
block or poured foundation, not less than forty two (42) inches 
below the finished exterior grade extending around the complete 
outside perimeter of the mobile home, and shall satisfy the same 
construction standards as for single family housing Further, 
there shall be provided a twenty (20) inch crawl space below the 
bottom of the floor, twelve (12) inches of which may be below 
finished exterior grade. The crawl space shall not be utilized for 
storage purposes A basement satisfying the same standards as 
for single family housing, in accordance with applicable 
Township adopted codes and ordinances, may be substituted for 
the forty two (42) inch cement block or poured foundation If the 
foundation or basement does not meet the mobile home manufac- 
turer’s specifications for pillar placement and imposed load 
capacity, adequate additional support shall be provided as speci- 
fied in R 125.1602 of the Michigan Administrative Code Wheels,

for a mobile home, including additions, shall correspond to the 
minimum floor area requirements for the zoning district in which 
the mobile home is located.

BACKS. The minimum requirements for lot width and area, lot 
coverage, building height, yard setbacks and floor space per 
dwelling unit shall be the same as those required for single family 
housing in the zoning district wherein the mobile home is located , 
except that where the following minimum mobile home place- 
ment requirements are more stringent than the applicable zoning 
district placement requirements for single family housing, the 
following minimum requirements shall apply:

NATURAL GAS SERVICE. Natural gas service installation shall 
be in accordance with R 125.1934 of the Michigan Administrative 
Code. The natural gas service pedestal shall be screened from 
view from the adjoining street by the mobile home itself or by 
opaque ornamental fencing. 

FUEL TANKS/CONTAINERS. If permitted by the Planning Com- 
mission , fuel oil systems shall comply with R 125 . 1939 of the Michi- 
gan Administrative Code. Liquified petroleum gas containers and 
fuel oil tanks, if permitted by the Planning Commission, shall be 
installed, mounted and secured in compliance with the National 
Fire Protection Association’s 1974 Standard for Mobile Homes 
501B, Part D. Chapter 4. paragraphs 4.2.3. and 4.3, adopted herein 
by reference. Above ground fuel tanks/containers shall be 
screened from view from the adjoining street by the mobile home 
itself, by enclosure in a storage shed or by opaque ornamental 
fencing. 

STORAGE FACILITIES. A garage, storage shed andor base-
